The steady progress of negotiations 
for the transfer to the Crown of the 
Ettdsoo Bay Conapany's territory 
lying belwooD Canada end Brit' eh 
Columbia, is a guarantee that tho 
B.ome Govornmont is alive to the im- 
portance of speedily adding that vast 
and riob domain to the Confoderation 
which has began its oonrso nndor 
anspioes so favorable to its permanency 
and proBperily. At tho last Bession ol 
our Loi^itiliilivo Council a rosolution 
asking that this Coony bo included in 
the Confoderation was carried. That 
reBolutioii was transrniltod to Down- 
ing Street, and was referred by the 
Imperial auihoritiea to tho Govern- 
ment of the Confederation for approval 
or rnjoction. Sinco tho passage 
of that resolution an honorable mein« 
bor of our Lo^ialati vo Council — Mr Da 
Cosmos — at bis own expense, has made 
the tour of the Confedoracy, and has 
ovorywhcro endeavored to impress 
upon the mindsof our Eastorn brethren 
the importance of at once accepting 
this Colony while " Barkis is willin' " 
Only last week wo had the privilege 
' of perusing a letter from Hon. Mr 
Tilly, of New Bt'unswick, whooocnpios 
the poBitioQ of Minister of Customs in 
the Cabinet of the Dominion. Mr 
Tilly soy^ bo in in favor of the admis- 
sion of British Columbia — scouts the 
idea of Uiiclo Sam's ability to buy tliis 
territory, and pledges himself to press 
for our immediate admii^sion. We are 
aware tboro are those among us who 
deprecate haste in closing with the 
Canadian Government. They think 
our condition would bo just as bud il 
not worse in tho ConiVdoracy as it is 
in tho (Jtiion. Theso croatiers know 
that tho Colony is saddled with an 
expensive and do-nothing Govorn- 
nmnt ; that it is rushing as fast as it can 
into bankrn|)tcy ; they find thomsolvo- 
degraded poliiically to tho condition 
of Jamaicans, without a voice in the 
management of their public afifairs or 
as to bow their money shall bo spent ; 
and they feel and know ibat if a radi« 
cat change in the form of government 
does not take place within the three 
years that tho Seymour administration 
has left of life, the country will be re- 
duced to a deplorable state of diioon- 
tont and poverty. In the faco of this 
Icnowlcdgo tlioy cry, wait! don't be 
in a hurry ! Wlio among them, if ho 
saw his houso in flumes, would not at- 
tempt to extinguish them ? or, who 
if hf fu'lt a shi() sinking boncath him 
would not fly to tho pumps and maku 
at least ono effort to keep it afloat ? 
The condition of our affjirs is not uq„ 
like thati of a houso on flro or a sinkd 
ing ship. \Yo wint relief, and Con« 
fodurati'm with tho Eastern Provinces 
will bring that relief. It will secure 
us cheap and rosponsiblo Govornmont, 
an overland road, an onergotic colonial 
man of Mr Tilly's typo and ability — a 
man of the people— to rule over us in 
place of men who oome among us 
crammed with the old country ideas of 
business — ideas very well in old and 
settled oommunilies, but which have 
been proved, when applied toiiewconni 
trios, entirely uselesii. We are con^ 
vincod that, lliis ootlDtry noveroan pros^ 
per under asystem like that with whioli 
it is burthonod. Ono might as well 
expect wator to run up hill as to look 
for prosperity in a country where tho 
otiicial oloineiit devours ihroefourthh of 
the rovoiiuo mid loaves only tho ro^ 
mainiiig modicum to meet debentures 
falling due and offeot public repairs — 
jmprovomonis there are nono. Con- 
foderation cannot; come a day too soonj 
and so far as " terms" are oonoernod, 
our pooplo should bn content if placed 
on tho same footing with the rroviaces 
that aro already safely within tho 
Dominion fold. Wo ask no advantage 
that ibey do oot pos^eas, and in return 



for tho magnificent country, tho 
splendid resources, and tho Key to the 
Faoifio, which we would hand over, 
would accept nothing less. Another 
olasa of our readers believe that im- 
mediate Confoderation is highly de- 
sirable, yet fear the moment U is'prp-* 
claimed that tho fleet will be witlio 
drawn from oar shores. This fear is 
groundless. So long as the British 
flag floats over the Confederaoy, it is 
still a British Colony, and as such is 
entitled , and will reoeive the lull 
measure of proteotion that England 
has always seoared to her children. In 
the East there hns been no withdrawal 
of either orm of ilolonco. Where there 
wore but 12,000 reguh'rs, before tho 
Cofifoderation Dalogatos wont to iiliig- 
land, there are 30,000 to«day ; and tho 
number of shipaof-war has trebled 
during tho samo period. What reason 
— what precedent — is there for sup- 
posing that tho interest felt in oar 
security after Confederation will be 
leaa than that felt now if or that the 
number of ships and inon furnishud 
lor our proteotion ofter Confederation 
will not exceed thoso now on the Sta- 
tion!' Confederation is but one step 
towards the accomplishment of tho 
great end wbioh comprises an " organi- 
zalloD of the Empire" and the admis» 
sion of Colonial delegates to seats in 
tbo Imperial Parliuqgient, when Loadon 
shall have beoomo the seat of Gjvorn- 
ment of the Empire, w^hen "Colonies" 
shall have ceased to eslst, and when 
every foot of ground over which tho 
national flag fioats shall bo comprised 
under tho gODorio tillo of "Groat 
Britain !" We repeat that our people 
will bo content with the samo terms 
on which the Eastern Provinces have 
boon admitted to the Confoderao}'. 
They can, in reason, nsk nothing 
more; their intoroat.s demand that they 
should accept nothing loss.

(From the London Lancet ) 

When, a fortnight since, we stated thnt 
wc bad good grounds for making public 
tho reasons which prevented Her Mnjcsty 
from appcitriiig at evening crowded a.ssom- 
hlies, the .stii'eracnt waa neither r.xncf^or- 
iited nor iiicorrcc/. 'I licro liovo, huu-i'ver, 
Ijcon some exceptions to this rule. Tlie.so 
would be scarcely worthy of notice had 
not the writers assnmed that they ^vcre 
more or lesJ authorized to impugn the ac- 
curacy of the parpgraph which appeared 
in tho Lancet. Upon a subject of so 
mu<!h delicacy wc spoke with what we 
believe to huve been a becoiuiog and justi- 
fiable reserve. Our report was in no 
respect soDsatioDal or over stated. It 
was a plain statement of facts, which, in 
justice to Her Majesty and to tho source 
from which wo oblnincd it, we felt bonnd 
to iiinkc public, Tlio a[inciin\nc() of the 
Queen in public on a recent occnsion was 
followed by a most distressing attack of 
sickness and exhaustion, which lasted for 
several hours. Thi- inner life of the oourt 
i=i necessnrily ktiown to l)iit few ; even 
those in imincdiato attondiinco npon the 
Queen are not always in a condition to 
arrive at a correct knowledge of Iler 
.Majesty's real condition. Tiie privacy of 
the sovereign should be as mucli respected 
that of the humblest of her suhjeds 
There are occasions, however, on which 
the privacy may lie held too sacred. This 
is more especially the case when eri-oncons 
reports have giiined general credence. 
Tiien it is rlL'ht to be known thai her 
Majesty, with the greatest di^.siro tofnllil 
all those duties which appertain to Iht 
dignity or her hosjiitality, is occasionally 
prevented from performing them by bodily 
siilTeriiig of a character most diffiualt to 
be borne. 

A Curious Calculation — An exchange 
says : What a noisy creature would a 

man bo were his voice, in proportion to 
Ilia weight, a=i loud as that of a locust I A 
locust can be heard at the distance of one 
sixteenth of a milo. The goMon wren is 
said to weigh but half an ounce, so that a 
middling sized man would weigh down 
not short of four thonsand of them ; and 
it must be strange if a golden wren would 
not outweigh i'our of our locusts. Sup- 
posing, therefore, that a coininnn man 
weiglis as iiinch as sixteen thousand of 
our locusts, and that a note uf a locust 
can be beard one sixteenth of a mile, a 
man of common dimensions, pretty sound 
in wind and limb, oiiglit to lie able to 
make himself heard at a distance of one 
thousand si.K hundred miles ; and wlum 
he sneezed, ''iiis lioi'.sc ought to fall about 
his cars 1" Supposing a flea to weigh 
one erain, which is more than its actual 
weiuht, and to jump oue and a half yards, 
a common man of one hundred and fifty 
pounds, with juin|)ing powers in projmr- 
tion, could jump twelve thousand eigiit 
hundred miles, or about the distance from 
New York to Cochin China.
